Tom KL7Q and Mary KL7P Moore are now settled 
in Cedar Rapid, Iowa. Tom is retired from 
the Air Force and working for Collins Radio. 
They have their tower up and will soon be on 
the air hoping to have scheds with their 
many friends in Alaska. 

One of the most important and exciting 
things that's ever happened in Amateur Radio, 
at least in my 30-some odd years of being 
an Amateur Radio operator, is about to take 
place in the next 3 months....Amateur Radio 
organizations throughout the U.S., Hawaii, 
and Alaska will be taking over the examining 
of future and upgrading Amateur Radio opera- 
tors. There will be one organization in each 
call sign area plus Hawaii and Alaska that 
will be responsible for the examinations. 
This organization will be called the VEC or 
the Volunteer Examiner Coordinator. The 
Anchorage Amateur Radio Club has already made 
application to the FCC to be the VEC for the 
State of Alaska.... As of now there is no way 
to recoup the expenses entailed in giving the 
examinations. There is legislation in our 
Congress now to be able to charge this back to 
the people taking the exams at a maximum fee 
of $4.00 per exam. Until this legislation 
becomes law, we will have to bear the expenses 
of the program which will include printing of 
the exams plus any and all expenses incurred 
in giving the exams, The tentative plan is to set up a board of five (5) people with 
a team leader, These people will be responsible then for certifying the Volunteer 
Examiners (VE). VE's will be Advanced and Extra Class amateurs. 

The rules that the FCC has set up to administer this program are actually quite 
simple. In talking with the gentleman in charge of this program back in Washington, 
D.C., he has indicated that if a person will sign a statment that he/she is going 
to give examinations and will not do it under fraudulent means that that will be 
good enough for the FCC. There are a dozen things we can think about that might be 
a conflict of interest in giving these exams, but he did not seem to be concerned 
with this. 

All exam questions will be published, similar to what the Novice exams are now; 
approximately 500 questions. Tests will be made up just as they are now--probably 
50 multiple questions from these 500 questions published for everybody to have. 

It will simply be a matter then of the VE requesting a test from the VEC. Someone 
on the VEC board will select an exam and mail it to the VE to give to the potential 
amateur or upgrading amateur. One thing I want all amateurs and future amateurs to 
understand....we will keep this as simple as possible....we will simply follow the 
FCC instruction....we will not build any pitfalls into this program of our own 
making and that we do not have instructions on...we will not try to read into or 
second guess the FCC. We will simply design the program around the few instructions 
that they have given us. I feel that here in Alaska there will not be a single 
Advanced or Extra Class Amateur who will not qualify to be a volunteer examiner. To 
be a volunteer examiner, you will not have to belong to any club or any affiliation, 
etc. SEE YOU ALL AT THE JANUARY MEETING TO VOTE ON THE HAM OF THE YEAR.

4. The VEC Board will establish this examining program utilizing 
only the relatively simple procedures as laid forth by 
the FCC. The VEC Board members will do their best to keep 
the program simple and freeflowing without establishing 
any bureaucratic or unnecessary rules to impede the smooth 
Progress of Amateur Examining in Alaska. 


5. As of this moment, no compensation is allowed to be collected 
from examinees. If this changes by law, the VEC Board 
will establish a guideline for charging people who take 
Amateur Radio exams, according to whatever rules the FCC 
publishes. All such funds collected will be turned over 
to the Anchorage Amateur Radio Club, Inc. treasurer for 
depositing in the general fund. 


6: Whatever financing the VEC Board needs; advertising of 
exam schedules, printing of exams, or whatever else is 
necessary for them to conduct the examination procedures—-will 
be requested from the AARC Board of Directors or general 
membership under applicable Bylaws or rules. 


7. If this motion is approved or a modified motion is approved 
by a simple majority of the AARC Board of Directors, this 
plan in its entirety will be implemented immediately. 


8. According to the FCC public notice No. 747 dated November 
10, 1983, the VEC will be an entity/organization that will 
be approved by the FCC to coordinate the volunteer exam 
program in a given area. Since the Anchorage Amateur Radio 
Club, Inc. will be acting as the VEC, the VEC Board Members 
MUST be members of the Anchorage Amateur Radio Club, Inc. 


9. Any changes to these guidelines shall be approved by a

“It Seems to Us...” 


Team Spirit 


Team Spirit ... it is a powerful force. 

‘We surely have it in Amateur Radio, and 
it is most in evidence when we are con- 
spicuously threatened in some way. Recent 
examples are to be found in the rallying to 
the colors by amateurs all around the world 
as we prepared for WARC-79, and in the 
outcry prompted here at home by the 
FCC’s proposal to create a codeless class 
of amateur license. Our ‘‘team’’ was vic- 
torious in the first instance, and we dare 
hope that this will prove to be the case when 
the Commission reports its decision in the 
latter, 

Working together, folks can accomplish 
much more than they could ever do as in- 
dividuals. Perceiving this, Hiram Percy 
Maxim, W1AW, back in 1914, took steps 
to organize the radio amateurs of his day. 
The motivation arose from recognition of 
two factors: the need for representation to 
the government to assure permission to 
operate at all, and the importance of 
developing procedures for cooperative use 
of the airwaves by all amateurs, regardless 
of their particular operating interest. 

Fortunately for all of us who have come 
along later, the organization founded by 
HPM endured to become our mainstay 
against a succession of threats to the fre- 
quencies and privileges of Amateur Radio 
in ensuing years. 

Here in the United States, our team is 
“ARRL.” It is an organization of people, 
and it is not perfect. Nor does it ‘‘win’”’ 
every game. But most of us who cherish our 
Amateur Radio privileges recognize the 
need to work together in the continuing 
effort to protect them. 

ARRL is intended to be a democratic in- 
stitution, providing opportunities for 
membership participation and influence. In 
recent years, through the combined efforts 
of concerned members, elected officials 
and staff, it has become much more so, 
There now exist not only greater oppor- 
tunities for individual participation in new 
League organizational roles, but several ad- 
ditional channels have been created to 
enable members to express their views in 
shaping ARRL programs and policies. 

“How, then,” one might ask, “‘could 
any amateur rationalize withholding sup- 
port from such a collective endeavor?” 

The reasons vary; some are familiar to 


us. A number of amateurs fled the mem- 
bership scene because of their mispercep- 
tion of the responsibility for ‘incentive 
licensing,’ others over some real or 
imagined difference of opinion with an 
ARRL policy or action. One day last 
summer, in a single mail two letters arrived 
from amateurs who threatened to give up 
their membership in ARRL ... one 
because the “‘ARRL opposes the no code 
license,”” and the other because “the 
League supports a no code license.’’ 

Then there are those who, failing to get 
their way in one matter or another, come 
to regard the League as ‘‘a group in 
Newington who control Amateur Radio.” 

Finally, there are the apathetic. We have 
many licensed amateurs who appear to feel 
no particular sense of commitment or 
obligation to their peers. They perceive no 
reason to join in cooperative efforts either 
to carry out the social responsibilities of the 
Amateur Radio Service or to assure that 
Amateur Radio will be available for future 
generations. How do we penetrate their 
indifference and make them aware of the 
value and importance of joining the team 
effort? The problem is not unique to 
Amateur Radio; it is present in other 
segments of our society, as well. 

Those of us who temporarily occupy 
offices and staff positions in ARRL, and 
serve in a host of roles in its field organiza- 
tion, do so from a belief that Amateur 
Radio is worth working for. Having bene- 
fited from our own involvement, we wish 
to do whatever we can to keep it alive and 
thriving, to make its advantages available 
to others, and to assure that the com- 
mitments implicit in Part 97.1 of the FCC 
regulations, Basis and Purpose, are fulfilled. 

The League is totally dedicated to the 
defense and development of the Amateur 
Radio Service and to a course of coopera- 
tion with all who share in that aim. Today, 
approximately one-third of those holding 
U.S. licenses are members of the ARRL 
team, and exert a profound influence 
through their membership toward achieve- 
ment of those goals. They are the source 
of the team spirit that will enable us to cope 
with the challenges that loom ahead. 

This is to say a hearty thanks for your 
continuing support toward that end! — Vic

Alaska DX Certificate 


The Alaska DX Certificate is offered by the Anchorage Amateur 
Radio Club, KL7AA, P.O. Box 101987, Anchorage, Alaska 99510-1987 
for contacts made since January 1, 1955 with ten Alaskan amateurs. 
Of these ten confirmed QSOs, there must be at least one from 
each of the following geographical areas of Alaska: 


1. Southeastern (that part east of 141 West latitude). 

2. Northern (that part above the Arctic Circle). 

3. Aleutian Islands, including Kodiak Island and the Alaska 
Peninsula south of 58 North longitude. 

4. Central Alaska, which includes Anchorage and Fairbanks. 


Of these ten QSOs four must be with members of the Anchorage 
Amateur Radio Club. Phone, CW, RTTY, SSTV, or any mode and/or 
any other combination of the aforementioned modes of operation 
may be used. Except for the WARC bands, any amateur band is 
acceptable. No special endorsements will be given. Send QSLs 
or a certified list (certified by either three licensed amateurs 
or an official of a national level radio organization or affiliated 
club), including postage of return, in US money or stamps or 
appropriate number of IRCs. ADXC is offered to all amateurs 
of the world with the exception of amateurs within Alaska. 


Another "Cheap" IC-2A(T) Modification 
by Bryce Rumery, AL7DL 


Thought you had gotten rid of me and my IC-2A(T) mods, eh? 
Well, not so fast, gang. Now that you have filled your beloved 
hand-held with all my other mods, I bring you something more. 
As always, it is fast, easy, and cheap (under a buck!). 


Here's the scene: you turn on your HT and hear nothing. You 
make a call on the repeater; nothing comes back, not even the 
“beep". What's wrong with the rig? Oh oh, looks like the "“rug- 
rats" turned down the volume. You turn it up, and oops! There 
is a QSO in progress. "Hmm, wonder if I interfered with their 
conversation?" You now disrupt things further by humbly begging 
their pardon. Thoroughly embarrassed, you wonder "is there 
nothing I can do about this next time...?". 


Enter (stage left) AL7DL Productions to the rescue. Now you 
can have both an audio and a visual indication of activity on 
the frequency. The mod takes about 10 minutes. All you need 
is a short length of fine stranded hook-up wire and a 1/4 watt 
1.8K ohm resistor. When you finish, your “send/battery" LED 
will also be a "receive" LED. 


First, remove the battery pack and antenna. Open the case (nothing 
inside will bite you). Unscrew the two Phillips screws holding 
the metal frame closed and open it (it's hinged like a book) 
to expose the bottom of the PC boards. It will be helpful at 
this point to have the circuit diagrams that came with the rig 
in front of you. Identify the "main board" (it's the one with 
the speaker hole). Locate IC 2 on this board, it's the long 
Ic to the side of the speaker hole. On the foil (inside) side 
of the board, locate pin 3 of IC 2, It is the third pin up 
from the bottom of the Ic. Attach one end of the 1.8K ohm resistor 
to this point and attach the hook-up wire to the other end of 
the resistor. If you've got your diagram handy, locate "R50" 
on the main board. For you other poor souls, follow the (usually) 
gray wire coming down from the "send/battery" LED to where it 
is connected on the main board. Attach the hook-up wire to 
the same point on the foil side of the board. Make sure everything 
is well insulated, close up the case, and voila! you are fini! 


If the radio still works, the LED will light whenever your squelch 
opens. It will be a little dimmer than when you transmit to 


avoid confusion, If the LED goes out (in either receive or 
transmit), it's time for a fresh battery pack. As they say,
